Study Shows 
Community 
College Need 


By AL CHESTER

The need for a community college in Bucks County 
was established conclusively today in Doylestown with 
the release of the long awaited feasibility study by the 
Bucks County Department of Education. 
As a result of its findings the 
county has petitioned the State 
Department of public Instruction 
in Harrisburg!! for Hie establish­ 
ment of a community college in 
Bucks County should the neces­ 
sary legislation be passed in the 
next session of the state legislat 
ure. 
The study entailed a compre­ 
hensive survey of Bucks County 
high school students, counselors 
in the schools, industrial, profes­ 
sional. and research facilities, as 
well as population trends and 
estimates. 
1,300 - 2,888 Students 
According to the study the com­ 
munity college would serve from 
1,300 to 2,000 students if it were 
established. During the first year 
of operations the estimated en­ 
rollment would be about 850 stu­ 
dents. During the second year the 
enrollment would increase to ap­ 
proximately 1,300 students as the 
operation became a two-year se­ 
quence. 
Dr. George E. Raab, county su­ 
perintendent of schools, said the 
need for a community college 
was revealed by three factors. 
He cited the increasing number 
of students wanting to go to col­ 
lege, the rapidly increasing popu­ 
lation in Bucks County, and the 
difficulty many students have to 
get into already established col­ 
leges. 
Next Steps 
Louis Bender, assistant to Dr. 
Raab, and the man who com­ 
piled the report for the county, 
detailed the next steps which must 
be taken. 
"The public must be informed 
of the need that exists in the 
county for such an institution," 
Bender said. 
".After this initial step, the first 
major challenge will be to sup­ 
port the impending enabling legis­ 
lation so that it will be passed 
and appropriations provided." 
Bender also cited as a next step
